Motor Accidents 


A total of 7,571 accidents in Ohio. 
or 615 more than the 1934 record. 
W( re reported today by F. S. Van- 
Alien, officer in charge of the Sa­ 
lem highway patrol station. 
An analysis of accidents in the 
state between Jan. I and Oct. 31 
shewed 7,571 
accidents on state 
highways outside of municipalities. 
an average of 24.9 mishaps per day. 
6,365 Persons Injured 
During th at time there were 629 
persons killed, an average of 2.1 a 
day, the report shouted. A total of 
6.3*65 persons were injured, or an 
average of 20.9 a day. 
One death for every 12.0 accidents 
was reported besides one injury per 
3.2 accidents. 
The gain in motor mishaps over 
last year was 8 per cent. Sixty-one 
more persons were killed and 72o 
more injured. 
Drivers of the cars which figured 
in the state-wide mishaps were 
doing one of the following when 
accidents occurred, the report re­ 
vealed: 
Passing on curve or hill, failing 
to stop at through highway, im­ 
proper turning, passing on wrong 
side, double parking, cutting in, 
driving off highway, parking on 
highway or on wrong side of road, 
did not have right-of-way, trying to 
avoid pedestrian, exceeding speed J 
limit, backing, disregarding traffic ( 
signal, etc.

LISBON, Dec. 
17—Five 
veteri­ 
narians are conducting tuberculin 
tests on approximately 30.000 head 
of dairy cattle in the county, it was 
announced

Agent Floyd Lower. Two men have 
been at work since Dec. 2, and three 
other veterinarians went into the 
field Monday. 
Those now employed in the test­ 
ing are Dr. D. E. James, of W arren; 
Dr L. H. Hartman, East Liverpool; 
Dr C. C. Crago, W arren; Dr M F. 
Belden, Somerset; Dr. D. C. Mor­ 
gan. 
Testing Is being don? at oresent 
in St. Clair, Butler, Washington, 
Madison and 
Wayne 
townships 
Early testing of some herds has re­ 
sulted in the loss of some cattle. 
Additional veterinarians are ex­ 
pected to be assigned to Columbi­ 
ana county early in January. 
The 
tests are expected to btl completed 
about March I. 
In addition to a 
federal 
and 
state appropriation for this work, 
the county also is to participate, 
but funds from the latter will not 
be available until after Jan. I 
Completion of the test will place 
th? county on the accredited list, 
thereby permitting milk producers 
and cattle raisers to market their 
stocks in other states, and in dis­ 
tricts in Ohio where only accred­ 
ited products and cattle are allow­ 
ed.
